"Reverse  Osmosis  Treatment  of  Drinking  Water"  (329SF4,  60  cents)  covers 
the  advantages  and  disadvantages  of  this  established  technology  recently 
applied  to  home  water  treatment.

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SATELLITE  PRESS  CONFERENCE  FEATURES  BRITISH  MINISTER  OF  AGRICULTURE 

Live  coverage  of  the  March  14,  press  conference  featuring  John  MacGregor, 
British  Minister  of  Agriculture,  went  simultaneously  to  an  international  satel- 
lite, a domestic  satellite,  Channel  8 on  the  USDA  Video  Network,  and  to  the 
audio  conferencing  bridge  for  radio  stations.  The  signal  was  successfully 
downlinked  in  London. 

According  to  Jim  Johnson,  retiring  chief.  Radio  & TV  Division  of  USDA's 
Office  of  Information,  nearly  100  television  stations  were  notified  about  the 
conference  and  a 30-port  teleconference  bridge  was  filled  with  farm  broadcaster 
stations  and  networks. 

Marci  Hilt,  media  liaison  with  USDA's  News  Division,  reports  that  the 
press  conference  attracted,  onsite,  about  20  reporters,  including  2 television, 
3 radio,  and  2 still  photographers,  along  with  AP,  UPI,  KRF,  AgriData,  Reuter, 
Omaha  World-Herald,  Scripps  Howard,  Market  News,  USIA,  BNA,  Farm  Journal,  and 
Pro-Farmer. 

There  was  photo  coverage  of  the  Minister's  visit  to  the  Beltsville  Agri- 
cultural Research  Center,  and  the  St.  Louis/Memphis  trip  taken  by  the  Minister 
and  USDA  Deputy  Secretary  Peter  Myers.  Prints  were  provided  to  the  British 
press,  and  also  to  fill  requests  from  various  St.  Louis  and  Memphis  area  media, 
government  agencies,  and  businesses  taking  part  in  the  trip. 
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SATELLITE  VIDEOCONFERENCE  TARGETS  BEEF  REFERENDUM  VOTING  PROCEDURES 

Pennsylvania  Cooperative  Extension  Service,  in  cooperation  with  USDA  and 
the  Beef  Board,  is  producing  an  inservice  videoconference  for  Extension  agents 
on  "The  Beef  Referendum  Voting  Procedures"  from  3-4:30  p.m.  (Eastern  time)  on 
April  13. 

The  videoconference  is  designed  to  explain  the  role  of  county  agents  in 
the  beef  referendum  voting,  which  will  take  place  May  10  at  county  Extension 
offices.  Topics  include:  Who  may  vote,  how  the  voting  should  be  conducted, 
what  hours  the  voting  should  take  place,  how  to  deal  with  absentee  ballots, 
what  to  do  with  the  ballots  after  they  are  cast,  and  what  an  agent's  "position" 
should  be  in  terms  of  being  for  or  against  the  referendum.  Activities  result- 
ing from  the  Beef  Promotion  and  Research  Act,  commonly  known  as  the  beef  check- 
off program,  will  also  be  discussed. 

While  many  of  these  questions  already  have  been  addressed  in  print,  the 
videoconference  will  offer  the  most  recent  procedures  determinations  as  made 
by  USDA.  Participants  at  some  sites  will  have  the  opportunity  to  ask  questions 
of  the  panel.  A final  agenda  will  be  sent  out  one  week  before  the  videocon- 
ference. 

The  conference  panel  will  include:  John  Comerford,  assistant  professor  of 
animal  science  at  Penn  State  and  Pennsylvania  coordinator  for  the  beef  referen- 
dum voting;  Gary  Weber,  program  leader  in  animal  science.  Extension  Service- 
USDA  and  USDA  representative  for  referendum  voting;  Ralph  Tapp,  chief  of  the 
marketing  programs  and  procurement  branch  of  the  livestock  and  seed  division  of 
USDA's  Agricultural  Marketing  Service  (the  agency  that  administers  the  program 
and  that  wrote  the  regulations  on  the  beef  referendum  voting);  Ron  Larson  of 
USDA's  Agricultural  Stabilization  and  Conservation  Service  (the  agency  that 
wrote  the  regulations  on  counting  ballots  and  determining  voter  eligibility); 
and  Gary  Enright,  national  coordinator  of  the  Beef  Board.
